Rabbi Bender Speaks al Mac- 
cabeaii Circle Meeting 

Declares Free Trade in Intel- 
lectuality Is Basis of 
Civilization 



If civilization is to advance, na 
lional cultures "cannot be bottled 
up in an air-tight compartment,' 
according to Rabbi Charles Bender, 
who addressed a meeting of the 
Maccabcan Circle yesterday after 
noon. Free trade of intellectuality 
he declared, is the basis of civilisa 
lion; and all virile nations, the 
speaker explained, have had cul- 
tural intercourse with other nations 
and have not lived in "intellectual 
isolation." 

In the .export and import of 
ideas, however, a nation must, just 
as in the realm of trade, keep a 
proper balance, Rabbi Bender 
warned. ' Cultural exports impovor' 
i.sh a nation if not watched." he dc 
flared. He found that the ability to 
absorb ideas without upsetting its 
cultural equilibrium "has been « 
saving grace" for the Jewish poo 
pic. Tlie absorption of ideas, the 
.speaker .«aid, must bo "natural ^nA 
evolutionary" if sui">crflcialiiy .ind 
imitalivencss were to be avoided.

He was one author that had re*I 
contact with Ihe working clM* for 
he w»R born In lASII In the eoRl 
mine dittrlet of Nottingham. His 
father was a miner btil hi* mother 
w'ss a person of higher standing 
who al first loved her hiisbind's 
gaiety and virlllly. This love soon 
palled. Thus (he turned to her son 
for affeellon tnd underatandlnf and 
he developed a mothef'-complex. In 
later yean It beoime very difficult 
for him lo adjust himaelf lo other 
women and he fell lhat Ihey want- 
ed to absorb him mmplately. This 
part ot his lite li clearly drawn In 
'Son* and Lover*,' Later on he fell 
In love with the wife ot a profeitor 
who divorced her husband and be- 
camo Mrs Lawrence. .«îhe was the 
aisler of Ihe Baron Richtofen and 
this fact caused Lawrence much 
unpleasantness during the war 
when he was looked on with great 
atispiclon. Greater humiliations fol 
lowed for two of his novel* were 
suppressed for * time after their 
piiblicntinii — "Pha Rainbow' and 
'I.ady Challerlcy's Lover,' After the 
war Lawrence travelltd widely, but 
never seemed to find the happiness 
and peace of mind that he sought, 
His wa.s a tortured soul throughout 
the ftfrty-flve years of his life. 
❖ « « 

Hi.<; first published novel was 
'The While Peacock' of 1911, which 
is an excellent but neglected work 
of genius. It overflows with the 
beauty of English country and the 
clrcumataneei of farm life. Law 
rcnce'* mind had not yet set into 
that grim and hard mold that makes 
the «trength of his later novel* at 
the same time that It gives them 
their dark and repellent quality. In 
the techiilcal handling of material 
Lawrence is like Meredith. They 
are alike in the lyrical and roman- 
tic character of their genius and in 
their almost complete innocence of 
technique. In philosophical tone 
they are worlds apart, for Meredith 
is a* notoriously sound as Lawrence 
is notoriously morbid. 

A great specialty of Lawrence Is 
his creation of a charged, emotion 
al Btmoephere. People are always 
vitally aware of one another by 
chargea generated from their con 
sclousness. The average novel takes 
love for granted and then treats 
about it in situations that can in 
volve misunderstandings between 
the parties concerned, jealousies 
that arise, the 'eternal triangle' and 
other conflicts that must be smooth- 
ed out. The dramatic situation is 
thought of as a problem to be solv- 
ed by moral or senllmental arith- 
metic. With Lawrence, love Is con- 
ceived of in terms suggesthtg chem- 
ical afrinitlea, the attraction and re- 
pulsion of forces not definable in 
moral, sentimenlal or social terms. 
Most oflen he writes ot elecUical 
phenomena between his characters. 
Also much Is made of the struggle 
of wills as of two opposed forces, 
not in Ihe dramatic sense of two 
peraona between whom theie is a 
dramatic issue, but simply of two 
forces wishing to destroy and dom- 
inate one another. 

Of all his novels "Tlte Raltibow' Is 
his most comprehensive textbook 
on SOX psychology. There is a re- 
inarkiiblc account of tlio emolioiiul 
relulioiitliip of mollier, father and 
child tlirougli two generations. The 
dominant subjool, as always, I* Ihe 
baltle of Ihe sexes where the men 
sirivé for porfoci fulfllmeni and the 
women for absorption, lliis Is treat- 
ed i.iii)erbly by l,.uvreiuc but loncla 
lo become rather monulonous.
